Redolent of satire, 
keen in analy- 


sis, scholarly in treatment and force- 
iul in language, the address of Hon. 
Neil Brown of W'ausau at the annual 
banquet ol the Rock County Bar As- 
sociation Monday evening at 
the 
Myers betel, ranks as a masterpiece 
among the notable speeches with 
which the association has been fav- 
oi'ed. 


It treated o£ -fads and fashions of 
politics, ot their 
foolishness, 
their 
treacherousness, their 
emptiness; it 
treated of the tailors who model these 
latter day fashions, which the speak- 
er also, showed by 
historical refer- 
ences were as old as the world, and 
it ridiculed these so-called master 
tailors, showing them up as the dem- 
agogues that tnr;y are. 
Mr. Brow;; has something, to Say 
on the situation in Wisconsin which 
has been styled a "laboratory for 
wise political experimentation," and 
predicted that Badger citizens would 
become, tired of serving as the guinea 
pigs for such a laboratory. Then they 
may wander into wise government, 
he said. It was the attempt of these 
political faddists to advance the tyr- 
anny of the majority which would un- 
dermine our 
constitutional guaran- 
tees, that the 
speaker 
attacked as 
the m.ost insidious of the reformist 
tendencies. 
Mr. Brown was introduced by John 
Cunningham, president of the associa- 
tion, and the address which was so 
thoroughly enjoyed by the 
sixty or 
more men present is given in part be- 
low : 


Concerning Fashions;, 


"The 
thing that hath bsen, it is 
that which shall be, and that which 
is done ir- that which shall be done; 
and there is no new thing under the 
sun."Is there anything whereof it may 
be said, See this is'new? It hath 
been already of old time which was 
before us." 


"I have chosen this text from the 
sayings of a wise man of olden time, 
and the application of it may cover a 
multitude of sins. 
"In our superior masculine way, we 
have much contempt for the bondage 
of wo;-ien to fashion. Probably not 
ten men.iu- this..community.Jiaye the 
slightest regard for any tailor-made 
decrees of fashion. ,You are .wearing 
the ancient silk hat, and the. suit of 
evening clothes, bought when' you 
were married. You change only when 
your changing waist-band demands it. 
it requires as much 'courage 
in a 
woman o£ social position for her to 
wear au ancient hat or gown, as it 
does for her to burn a cathedral, or 
to commit assault and battery on a 
prime minister.

When one of these dominant tailors 
imposes a new fashion on us, each 
rival tailor tries to discover a more 
attractive novelty. 


A Tailor-made Primary 
.For some time we have had 
a 
tailor-made primary election law. 'It 
has been the emblem, and not only 
the emblem, but,, if we may believe 
its lovers, the cause of political chas- 
tity True, it is somewhat moth-eaten, 
and shelf-iyorn. We find-it has all old 
evils, besides many fee-evils ot its 
own. 
Cabals are formed, slates are 
made up, dark-corner intrigues are 
carried on, and .bosses with new 
names do machinate under this puri- 
frying 
vesture. 
Our 
office-holding 
clas_s has deteriorated under it. Our 
citizenship is so hobbled up with elec- 
tion machinery, that constantly in- 
creasing numbers do not vote. Be- 
fore he votes, the citizens must con- 
sult a lawyer; also before he pays 
his taxes'and before he gets married 
He must consult not only a lawyer 
but a doctor and a. minister before he 
can- marry. This starts him off with 
four of the great vicissitudes of life 
In fact we are being driven back to 
ancient 
simplicity. Happy couples 
are now marrying each other with the 
aid of a deed of trust and affection re- 
corded in the office of the register of 
deeds. 


But we tire of old toys. So other 
tailors come to our rescue. With a 
fanfare 
-of 
trumpets, heralded by 
gaudy band-masters, 
tossing 
their 
batons in air, come the initiative, the 
referendum, 
and 
the 
recall. Our 
childish humor must be dazzled all 
the time. But tbe university, which 
lathered and mothered these fashions, 
has sought to protect itself from their 
most lurid displays, by getting into 
the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment, which will be. voted on this fall, 
a little joker, to the effect-that there 
shall be no referendum on cerain ap- 
propriation laws, unless such appro- 
priations exceed the last previous ap- 
proriation. This shows the benefit ot 
having friends on the ground when 
things are happening. When,we have 
blindly voted for this amendment, we 
will then blindly vote down good laws, 
under the referendum, and blindly 
vote for some evil laws under the ini- 
tiative, all by a good deal less than 
half the total number of voters in the 
state. 


Recall of Judges. 
Vet other tailors are trying to im- 
pose- on --us- the fashion .for 'the recall- 
of judges. With this, if we don't like 
the politics, the race, the religion, or 
the color of the hair of '„. judge, we 
can, by popular vote, forfeit his office 
When a man is tried for a criminal 
offense, he has the right to have the 
charge against him. stated definitely, 
so he can meet it; the jury and the 
judges are sworn to try him fairly, ac- 
cording to the law and the evidence,

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TOWN ELECTION LAWS 


EXPLAINED BY OWENS 


New Election 
Laws 
to 
Eliminate 
, 
Partisan Election and Caucus 


Nominee on Ballot, 


Madison, Wis., March 3.—Because 
of so many requests for opinions re- 
garding the new town election law. 
Attorney Walter C. Owen today sent 
an opinion to William W. Storms, dis- 
trict attorney of Racine county, cov- 
ering opinions on all questions thus 
far suggested. 
"It was the plain intent on the part, 
of the legislature .to., eliminate all 
party contests in town and village 
elections and 
substitute therefor a 
purely non-partisan 
election," 
says 
i»Ir. Owen. "The caucus: referred to 
iri the law is to be a non-partisan 
caucus of all the 
electors 
of 
the 
town, of whatever political 
affiliation 
and it is the nominees of such cau- 
cus that will be entitled to a place, 
as caucus nominees, on the 
official 
ballot at the election. It follows that 
there is to be no party "designation of 
candidates on the official ballot. 
"The fact that the 'law does not pro- 
vide any method of calling the first 
caucus is evidently due to an over- 
sight on the part of the legislature 
and creates some 
uncertainty 
and 
confusion as to how the first caucus 
shall be called. Inasmuch as no meth- 
od is provided in. the law itself fur 
the calling \of the first caucus, it is 
apparent that such first caucus can- 
not be called under legal authority." 
Mr. Owen suggests that where ca,u- 
euses have not been held a number of 
electors should circulate a call tor a 
caucus to be held at a given time. He 
says that the voters s'bould be well 
notified of the 
time of holding the 
same. 
"Thus to make it plain," continues 
.Mr. Owen, "this year the election oc- 
curs on April 7. Thp. last 
day for 
holding the caucus will be on March 
31). There also seems to be some un- 
certainty as to whether both those 
who are nominated at the caucus and 
others who are nominated by nomina- 
tion papers are entitled to -positions 
on th-e ballot. Upon this subject the 
law is plain. The names of those- who 
are nominated at the caucus are to 
be placed on the official ballot." 
Mr. Owen says that . a candidate 
who-has been defeated at the caucus 
may be nominated by a nomination 
paper, if he receives the 
requisite 
number of signers on a nomination 
paper.

plains Wage and Pension System 


Given Employes.

Hpughton, Mich., March 3.—Jame's 
McNaugluon, general manager of the 
Calumet and 1-iecla Company, resumed 
his testimony today at the hearing of 
the congressional committee wliicn is 
making inquiry into conditions in the 
copper country where a strike-of the 
Wtestern Federation, of 
Miners has 
been on since last July. 
Mr.-McNaughtou, who was the first 
for the mine owners since the inquiry 
was begun, nearly a month ago, was 
on the stand for three hours yesterday 
and at the close of the flay proceedings 
counsel for the operators announced 
that his direct examination would con- 
sume the greater part of today and 
might extend into Wednesday. 
Mr. McNaughton explained the sys- 
tem of company houses rented to em- 
ployes at $1 per room per month, in- 
cluding repairs, water and garbage re- 
moval. The houses owned by the Cal- 
umet and Hecla are appraised at 
$981,500. The income from rents last 
year was $61,863, and the expenditure 
for repairs $61,228 the witness said. 
Pensions are given employees who 
have been in the service twenty years 
or more after they reach the age of 
60. The amount ranges from ?9 to $38 
a month and extends over a period of 
five years. 
McNaughton admitted that it was 
;he company's policy not to employ 
men over forty years 
of age even 
hough they formally had worked for 
the company. 
The officials felt, he said, that men 
should give the 
company at least 
;wenty years service if they were to 
be retired on a pension and if they 
were taken in after forty they would 
reach the retiring age without laving 
reached the required time. 
Houglnton, March 3. — James Mc- 
Vaughton of the Calumet and Hecla 
mine today admitted to the congres- 
sional committee that complaints of 
smoke and gas in some of the copper 
mines were justified. The gas came 
rom blasting and the smoke from 
hese explosions and miners' lamps lie 
aid. He denied that gas was generat- 
id from the rocks. 
"The gases of combustion caused 


>y blasting lye in the broken rock," 
he witness said, "and sometimes it 
-nakes trammers sick when they shov- 
1 the rock into the cars. If a man 
ecomes affected he is expected to go 
o the shaft for fresh air." 
Mr. McNaughton said it was im- 
racticable to ventilate the mines ar- 
iflcially because of the large number 
f openings, that the natural ventila- 
ion was good except at the end of 
rifts. 
In these 
places the miners 
were expected to use compressed air 
rom the drill machines to improve the 
irculation. 
The temperature of the mines var- 
ed with the depth, the witness said. 
"'he average temperature in Calumet 
nd Hecla. conglomerate ' load mines 
vas 80 degrees and in the Amygdaloid 
mines-55 to 70 degrees. The highest 
was 87 degrees on one level of the 
Tammerack mine. . 
The "investigators' questioned Mr.

of William S. Benton the 
British ranchman, Sir Edward says: 
"I must aak leave of the house to 
make 
a somewhat more extended 
statement than can properly be com- 
pressed within the limits of an an- 
swer to a question. 


"All the efforts that have been made 
hitherto have failed to secure an in- 
vestigation into the facts respecting 
the death of William S. Benton 
"The-persistent difficulties put in 
the way of such an investigation cre- 
ates the strongest presumption of a 
aesire and an intention to conceal the 
truth" on tbe part of those in Mexico 
who are responsible 
for what has 
happened. 
' Defends United States Attitude. 
"Communications with the govern- 
ment of the United States are st'ill 
proceeding but I would repeat what I 
said last week, that these communica- 
tions do not imply that the govern- 
ment of the United States has any 
responsibility for what has taken 
place—by which I mean, of course, the 
death of Benton. 


"While, therefore, we shall welcome 
any ac tion that the United States is 
prepared to take to secure justice, we 
have no title to demand as a right 
that the United States should itself 
resort to the use of force. 
"One can demand that another gov- 
ernment should go to all lengths to 
secure reparation for a crime only 
when one holds that government in 
some way responsible for the com- 
mission of the crime. 
"So far 
the 
United States has 
shown at least as much interest in 
the death in Mexico of a British sub- 
ject as it has in the case of outrages 
on American citizens—for I under- 
stand that several Americans have 
Deen killed in Meixco, and the United 
States has shown every desire to use 
ts influence to secure protection for 
British subjects in the Mexican terrl- 
:ory controlled by the constitutional- 
ists. 


Depend on Americans. 
"I would, therefore, sum up the sit- 
uation by saying that if the United 
States thinks it proper to take fur- 
ther'steps either on behaii of Its own 
citizens or of a British subject, we 
will gladly wait the result, but if for 
reasons of Its own; .thejttnited States 
does not think it desirable to .take 
such steps, we must of course reserve. 
to ourselves the right to secure 
reparation whenever it is In our power 
to do so. 
- . 
"Our general policy toward Mexico 
and the central and South American 
republics is confined to commercial in- 
terests to which we keep within non- 
political limits. As a rule, therefore, 
all questions that arise between those 
republics and ourselves are settled by 
diplomatic means or can be referred 
to arbitration. 
. . 
"But the violent death of a British 
subject and the refusal of those in 
Mexico to allow the circumstances. to 
be investigated make it incumbent 
upon us to do what we can on our 
own behalf. 


Folly of Invasion. 
"Assuming that the United States 
does not itself desire to take any re- 
sponsibility for intervention, it has 
been urged upon me that we should 
take immediate action, without, how- 
ever, giving me any suggestion or in- 
dication of wha't action we can take 
at the mbm«nr. 
"I must repea* what I said 
last 
week—that there is nothing we can 
do under present conditions. 
"The government in Mexico City 
has no control over the 
territory 
where the death of Benton took place 
nor over those responsbile for 
his 
death. We cannot, therefore, under 
the present circumstances, secure re- 
paration throughout that government. 
"We have no intention of engaging 
in such a fantastic attempt as the 
sending of a force—which to be effec- 
tive would have to be a very large 
force—into any part of Mexico. 
Blockade Would Hurt Case. 
"Under ordinary circumstances we 
might have taken action at a port or 
by way of blockade. Under present 
conditions if we took such action and 
it had anv effect it could only result 
in giving assistance to the contending 
party in North Mexico. 
"To take action that would positive- 
ly help those from whom we- demand 
reparation simply for the sake of ap- 
pearing to 
do something -would be 
worse than futile. 
"But we do not intend to let the 
matter rest and as soon as by any 
change of circumstances 
it is our 
power to carry the matter further we 
shall take whatever steps may be 
practicable." 
Replying to another Question 
Sir 
Edward Gray said that Great Britain 
had not recognized General Villa as 
a belligerent. 
A further question brought the 
statement from Sir Edward Gray that 
no assurances had been obtained,froni 
provisional President Huerta regard- 
"ng the protection of British subjects 
n Mexico.

would not take orders frorA the revolu- 
tionary tribunal. So he has ever been

con'umely and misrepresentation. 
"Such is the temper of the human 
mind that tragedy and comedy must 
ever walk hand in hand. We should 
be serious, and yet, not too serious. 
This time should not be utterly given 
up to our graver thoughts. In my 
delvings into the tumulus of the van- 
ished centuries, I have found many 
ancient fashions that look familiar. 
Even feminine militancy shows a face 
as old aa the pyramids. 


Old Fashions Renewed. 
"None of these, our masculine fash- 
ions in thought, in speech, or in so- 
cial institutions,'are new. They come 
and gp, and seem 
to 
change and 
change again,,.aijd were hoary with 
age when the Savior of men walked 
by Galilee. ' Are'we better than our 
fathers?: .The people of ancient Syra- 
cuse used the judicial recall upon men 
ot the ^highest character, and made 
public office the prize of demagogues. 
The Roman republic also Used the ju- 
dicial recall-on magistrates and other 
officers,; and tried those who had in- 
curred popular .malice, at the polls, 
and condemned 'the offenders to death 
or banishment; 
"Under the empire judicial magis- 
trates were- removed at the arbitrary 
will of the emperor." :' ; 


"In .England the king recalled 
judges, and it was not, until the time 
of William III that parliament provid- 
ed that the judicial office should not 
be dependent on the will of the king, 
but only upon 'impeachment before 
parliament. 
"These instances and many more il- 
lustrate the early worship of majori- 
ties. In every century great masses 
of people have 
loved 
slavery, and 
have voluntarily made slaves of them- 
selves. The tyrant changes, the form 
of tyrany changes, but the love of 
slavery does not change. The tyrant 
may have been a dictator/ a conquer- 
ing general fresh from his triumphs; 
a popular hero, a king or the worst 
tyrant of all, the majority, 
but the 
manisfestations of servility are the 
same. In all these tyrannies, the will 
of the tyrant is-the standard of right 
and wrong. We are now engaged in 
swiftly elevating our majorities into 
our tyrants, and ten thousand dema- 
gogues are dreaming 
credulists are 
acclaiming these tyrants, that are not 
new tyrants, but only the old ones of 
nations-that have-perished. 
Tyrant of Majorities. 
"These early peoples who made a 
tyrant o'f majorities have passed away. 
Such will be our fate if we set up this 
tyrant, and destroy the guaranties of 
our constitution. 
"The founders of our republic waged 
a seven years' battle against England 
for the preservation of these guaran- 
ties. 
We 
have 
maintained 
them 
through a great civil war and through 
all disaster, and we must continue to 
maintain, them, for they are built upon 
the eternal verities 
of justice and 
righteousness. We have made consti- 
tutional compacts with each other, 
that do not permit majorities to wan- 
tonly, strike down tlie rights of the 
citizen. 
"Here.are some of-them: 
"No citizen shall be deprived of life 
iberty or property without due process 
oS law. . Every person on American 
soil, even the stranger and the sojour- 
ner, shall be:,-,entitled .to- the equal 
protection qtltlre laws. Does any one 
wish these safeguards" struck down by 
tyrant majorities?. They now protect 
us from majorities, ifrom despotic leg- 
islatures, and 'tyrannical government 
officers. ' These- • fundamentals 
have 
come down to us through many cen- 
turies of struggle and bloodshed. It 
we1 lose them now we shall be un 
worthy of our great inheritance of lib- 
erty 
equal rigLts. The recall of 
judges, and the recall of judicial de- 
cisions are,twin iniquities that bios 
soiiied into £ower many centuries-be- 
fore the Christian- era, and darkened 
the fair earth all through the middle 
ages. If they shall prevail against us, 
we will be slaves to a worse tyranny 
than any despotism of olden times. 


Laboratory Guinea Pigs. 
"But a few years ago you held fast 
to the ideal of simplicity in govern- 
ment. Today you live and move in 
this state w^th.,such freedom as is al- 
lowed you tinSer a vast bureaucracy, 
having as many heads as hydra, orn- 
ate and complicated with boards and 
bureaus and commissions, many-ten- 
tacled, all-pervading, far-reaching, cov- 
ering with espionage everything from 
barber ships to back yards. 1 And in 
one of the chief of our newer gospels 
our 
commonwealth is felicitously 
phrased as 'A laboratory for wise ex- 
perimental legislation.' Tomorrow you 
may tire' of being the guinea-pigs of 
v.'ise experimentatios, asd either re- 
trace your steps or wander uncertain 
into 
some 
new 
laboratory. 
And 
through all wanderings, from chaos to 
wise govenment, Srom wise govern- 
ment to unwise government, from con- 
stitutions to the anarchy of majorities 
and then back to constitutions as a 
refuge from anarchy great political 
battles will be fought and giant forces 
lie hurled against 
each 
"othor, and 
when .it is over with and the tummult 
and the shouting dies, you will find 
that there may be'notliing more to it 
than the struggles of the ins toi stay 
in, and the outs to get in. 


"You make a demi-god of him who 
can natter you most, deceive you most 
and tell you the truth not at all. You 
worship many idols, having faces o£ 
satyr. 


Flatterers Often Liars. 


"Then for a larger illustration, turn 
to your state government—collecting 
and expending millions ot dollars, and 
with only a medium of business effi- 
ciency and managemnet. 
"The worst enemy of the people is 
the man who is continually flattering 
them, and will not tell them the truth. 
A common figure in our political life, 
is the politician who is always assur- 
ing the people that they are always 
right, and that a law which received 
the sr-nction of a majority vote, even 
though not half the people vote on it, 
must be just and wise. 
"There is only one standard of right 
and wrong, and it survives all muta- 
tions and all changes and is higher 
than governments and popular majori- 
ties. It is fixed in the heart of man, 
in the ten commandments, in .the ser- 
mon on the Mount, and by that stan- 
dard we shall be judged. 


Appeal to Lawyers.' 
"Gentlemen of the Bar: 
To our 
profession has been confided a greater 
trust than to any other. We should 
be the, g;reat social conserving force. 
We are not alone, advocates in the 
courts, the yoke-fellows of wrangling 
suitors and their endless wrongs; in 
the larger forms of public opinion we 
are the 'advocates of all the rights of 
man.'We should stand between 
the 
demagogue and his dupes, Between 
the weak and the strong, between 
egitimate business enterprise and the 
assaults of the Sgnorant and 
the 
vicious, be_tween the people and the 
oppressions of organized greed, and 
:he insidious encroachments of evil 
mvilege under the vantage of law, 
>etween freedom and its counterfeit 
usurper, measuring out to each due 
protection and punishment, guarding 
:ree 
government .before all . the 
ribunals of men."
